Choler 15 of a fiery nature, a thin con- 
ſiſtence, a yellow colour, and a bitter 
taſte, 1r cauſeth an Eferveſcency in the 
duodenum, and another in the Heart, as 
aforeſaid ; 1t provokes the expelling fa- 
culty, and thins all Phlegm ſticking to 
the inward parts. 

The Lymphatick humour is of a _ 
watry ſubſtance, without any colour, 
and of a ſubacid taſte. Its uſes are mani- 
fold , but the chief are to promote an 
eaſier (lowing of the Chylzs, and to con- 
vey the blood through the thoraczck con- 
duit to the Heart, and there contribute

They elteemed alſo Fhlegm to be mo- 
ved every day,Choler every third day,and 
Melancholy every fourth ; ſuppolpg the 
Quotidian Ague to be cauſed by P legm, 
the Tertian by Choler, and the Quartar 
by Melancholy, which De Graff attributes 
to the various Obſtructions of the late- 
ral branches of the Paxcreas , In his
